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Ice Company Will Agree 
To Zone Changes If Gas 
Station Permit Is Given 


Ask Property Near Crystal Lake Be Changed 
From Manufacturing to Residence Zone 


The petition of Elsie Tufts of Som 
erville for a permit to establish a 
gasoline filling station at 1365 Centre 
street. Newton Centre, was the subject 
of sliurp controversy, at two public 
hearings in City Hall the past week. 
The first hearing was held last Friday 
night before the Claims and Rules Com- 
mittee. This hearing was on two 
petitions. One was signed by Elsie 
Tufts, as representative of the Metro- 
politan Ice Company, and asks that a 
lot of land on Norwood avenue. New- 
ton Centre be changed from business 
zone to single residence zone. The 
other petition was from the Purity- 
Crystal Ice Company, and asks that 
tlie former ice house property, bound- 
ed by Crystal Lake, Norwood avenue, 
Centre street and the R & A tracks 
be changed from manufacturing zone 
to general residence zone. Allen T. 
Rogers of 176 Homer street, Newton 
Centre, who represented the ir“ com- 
pany. which owns the property in 
question, told the committee that 
the petitions were presented contin- 
gent to a permit being granted for the 
gasoline station at the corner of Centre 
street and Norwood avenue. 

Albert M. Chandler of 169!) Fuller 
st.. president of the Newton Centre 
Improvement Association, spoke in fav- 
or of the petitions. He said the former 
ice house property has been an eye- 
sore for years and that the compro- 
mise of granting a permit for the fill- 
ing station In return for the change of 
zoning of the remainder of the property 
is a reasonable solution for this prob- 
lem. He stated that unless the Aider- 
men grant the petition for the gasoline 
station, in fairness to the ice company 
tlie zoning petitions should be given 
leave to withdraw. 

Steve Berke of 43 Norwood avenue, 
who had strongly opposed previous pe- 
titions for gasoline Station permits at 
tlie same location in past years, spoke 
in favor of granting all three peti- 
tions. Berke said that a large number 
of people residing in tlie neighborhood 
had come to the opinion that a gaso- 
line station on the sue would be pref- 
erable to a block of stores, as the rear 
of the stores would create an eyesore 
to nearby residences. He stated that 
if the gasoline station permit were 
granted, the unsightly old stable at 
the rear of the lot on Norwood avenue 
will be razed, and the debris removed 
from the site of tlie former ice house 
near the lake. Berke read about 20 
letters from persons residing in tlie 
neighborhood, all of whom favored 
the three petitions. 

General Daniel Needham, attorney 
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for tlie Atlantic Refining Company, 
which would operate the til ling station, 
favored the granting of tlie zoning peti- 
tions. He said the ice company had 
driven a hard bargain with his client 
by obligating the Atlantic Refining 
Company to remove the old stable, and 
also clean the debris from the other 
lot, provided the Metropolitan Com- 
pany decides not to assume this ex- 
pense. 

Albert T. Stuart of Institution ave. 
opposed the granting of the permit for 
the gasoline station. He stated that 
Bishop Richard J. Cushing, pastor of 
Sacred Heart Church, is opposed to 
the granting of any permit for a gaso- 
line station at Centre street and Nor- 
wood ave. because of the traffic hazard 
it would cause to tlie many children 
who uttend the parochial school, and 
who pass by the station location sev- 
eral times each school day. Stuart 
said that children from three other 
schools, tlie Weeks. Mason and Rice, 
iso have to pass by the site, and would 
also lie endangered. He asserted that 
six major gasoline stations desire lo- 
cations on Centre st. near the Newton 
Centre business section, and If the 
Board of Aldermen grant this petition, 
similar petitions from other gasoline 
companies cannot consistently he re- 
fused. He asked — “Do you want to 
create a ‘gasoline alley' along this 
section of Centre st.? Why should the 
children of Newton Centre be sacri- 
ficed to help a company out of finan- 
cial difficulties?" 

Irving C. Paul of 1402 Centre st. 
opposed the granting of the permit for 
tlie gasoline station. He criticized tho 
Metropolitan Ice Company for not hav- 
ig removed the debris from the burned 
ice house, or removing the eyesores of 
tlie former fruit market and burned 
stable on the other part of the prop- 
erty. He said tlie company should be 
compelled to clean up this public nuis- 
ance. and the petition for the gasoline 
permit ought to be considered on its 
own merits, and not as a trade in order 
to get the owners of the property to 
do something tout mcy should have 
one long ago. He questioned tlie right 
of tlie Aldermen to he parties to such 
a deal, and lie also took issue with 
Mr. Chandler in the contention that 
the Newton Centre Improvement As- 
sociation favors tlie grunting of the 
permits. Mr. Paul stated that he is a 
member of the association and that no 
meetings of the general membership 
had been called to take action on this 
matter. 

Members of tlie Newton Planning 
Board were present at the hearing. The 
Claims and Rules Committee lias, as 
yet. made no recommendations on the 
zoning changes.

Newton Aldermen 
Decline To Mix In 
Census Squabble 

By a vote of 15 to 2 the Newton 
Board of Aldermen on Monday night 
declined to pass a resolution asking 
the citizens of Newton to co-operate 
in the matter of the population census 
now being taken. Ex-Alderman John 
Brockleshy (who with M. Bernard Mc- 
Carthy received the appointments of 
squad leaders in taking the census in 
Newton) requested Mayor Goddard to 
have such a resolution passed. A com- 
munication from the Mayor to the 
Board of Aldermen stated that: "the 
authorities would app eciate a resolu- 
tion by tlie Board of Aldermen calling 
upon our citizens to co-operate in the 
matter of the population census." 

The Mayor's communication stated 
that lie submitted the request to the 
Board for "any action the Board may 
care to take thereon." 

The meeting was about to adjourn 
without any action having been taken 
on tills communication from the May- 
or, when Alderman Eugene Cronin of 
Ward 3 moved that the Board 
pass a resolution calling for co-opera- 
tion from citizens, in accordance with 
the request made to Mayor Goddard. 
Aldermun Fahey seconded Cronin's 
motion. Alderman Hughes opposed 
Cronin's motion. He said that there 
has been much criticism of tlie present 
census because of questions concern- 
ing person's private affairs and that 
tlie legality of such questions has 
been doubted. Hughes commented 
that it would he inappropriate for the 
Aldermen to tell Newton people what 
to do in tills matter, and it is for each 
individual to make up his own mind. 
Alderman Inches said he would vote 
against passing any such resolution be- 
cause: “It is none of our business." 
Alderman Rawson also opposed the 
resolution. He said the present cen- 
sus questions regarding person's in- 
comes and mortgages are an invasion 
of our constitutional rights. Alder- 
mun Barwise said he would vote 
against Cronin's motion. 


City Sells All 
Horses It Owned 

The “horse and buggy days” ended 
about a quarter of a century ago. The 
"horse and wagon" days ended for 
tlie City of Newton last Tuesday when 
nineteen horses owned by tlie city 
and used by the Street Department 
were auctioned off to tlie highest of 
four bidders. lie was Edward G. Ma- 
lone. a contractor who resides in New- 
ton and his bid was $2050. Tlie lowest 
of the four bids was $1500. A hap- 
pier future was assured the twen- 
tieth horse — "Jim," one of the old- 
est in the group. He will spend his 
declining years ut "Red Acres Farm," 
that heaven on earth for old horses. 
The Street Department also will sell 
seven single tip-carts.

Effective methods of aiding youth 
were discussed by Newton social serv- 
ice workers at the nnnual meeting 
of tlie Newton Community Council 
held Wednesday at the Newtonville 
Women’s Club. Emphr- big that the 
home and the church' \ere of first 
importance in youth training Rev. 
John A. Sheridan and Rabbi Samuel 
N. Sherman joined in declaring that 
social service agencies both public and 
private must strive to keep families 
together and Miss Harriet S. Parsons, 
general secretary of the Newton Fam- 
ily Service Bureau, and Charles C. Du- 
»ey. president of the Newton Catholic 
Welfare Committee, declared that 
young people in families on relief 
must have their confidence restored. 

Tribute to the effectiveness of so- 
cial work in Newton was paid by Miss 
Emily Hickey. Assistant Probation 
Officer of the Newton District Court, 
who reported that Newton’s juvenile 
delinquency rate was very low. "Last 
year." she said, “only 34 hoys and 
girls under 17 years of age were be- 
fore tin* Newton District Court. New- 
ton lias no serious juvenile delinquen- 
cy problem.” 

Young people must lie helped dur- 
ing the period between their gradua- 
tion from school and tlie time they 
get jobs Paul E. Elicker, principal 
of the Newton High School stated. "A 
recent survey." in* said, "shows that 
three years usually elapse before a 
high school graduate gets a job. it 
is most important that leisure time 
activities be organized for these young 
people who cannot get work under 
present conditions.

Raymond Cabot of Newtonville. who 
resigned from the Board of Appeal 
because he was elected to the School 
Committee.

position on Monday night, when a 
public hearing on the petition for the 
gasoline station permit was held be- 
fore the Board of Aldermen. 

A letter to the Board of Aldermen 
signed hv Bishop Richard Cushing, 
pastor of Sacred Heart Church, and 
the curates of that church was read. 
It protested against the granting of a 
permit for a gasoline station at Cen- 
tre st. and Norwood ave.. because such 
a station would he a hazard to auto- 
mobiles and pedestrians, especially to 
the children going to and from the 
Sacred Heart parochial school. 

Gen. Daniel Needham, as attorney 
for Atlantic Refining Company, which 
would operate the station if a permit 
will be granted, was the first speaker 
in favor of the petition. He said that 
tlie locus is zoned for business and 
that the present petition was present- 
ed after much discussion with the 
Newton Centre Improvement Associa- 
tion. tht Newton Highlands Improve- 
ment Association, and persons who re- 
side in the vicinity of tlie property in 
question. 

Mr. Needham said that every effort 
had been made to meet objections, and 
by granting the permit for the gaso- 
line station, one of the city’s eyesores 
will be eliminated. He stated that his 
client has agreed to remove the old 
stable at the rear of the lot where it is 
proposed to establish the filling sta- 
tion. He argued that besides improv- 
ing the appearance of the place, the 
station will reduce, rather than in- 
crease traffic hazards, as there is a 
tendency for cars entering a filling 
station to slow down, and speed is the 
greatest cause of accidents. He said 
that if stores will be erected at this 
place, parking of cars will lollow. and, 
this will increase traffic hazards* 
whereas, if a gasoline station is put on 
the locus there will be no parking in 
front of it. He commented that he had 
never heard of any pedestrian having 
been hit by an automobile entering or 
leaving a gasoline station. 

Frank Conant. 39 Norwood ave.. said 
he had opposed petitions for a gaso- 


line station permit at this locus in past 
years because of the traffic hazard it 
! wouid create for the school children, 
but after looking at the problem from 
i all angles, he had decided that there 
j could be a poorer solution, and the 
1 

other commercial enterprises. George 
(.’ashman, speaking as attorney for 
1 Margaret Murray, owner of abutting 
j property, favored the petition. He 
; said the Atlantic Company will not 
I keep the station open later than II at 
night and th<* property wBl be fan? 
j proved. 

Allen Rogers, representing the Met- 
( ropoiitan Ice Company, said efforts 
I have been made for years to solve the 
problem of putting the former ice 
house property at and near Crystal 
Lake to some use. and the plan under 
! discussion seems to be the only 30- 
| lution. Albert M. Chandler, president 
of the Newton Centre Improvement 
I Association told of the efforts which 
I have been made over a period of 3 
| years by various civic groups to elim- 
; inate the eyesore at this property near 
Crystal Lake, how all possible plana 
j were considered, including that of 
the city buying the property for park 
| purposes, and then this plan was 
■ evolved, and it meets with general 
approval. Mr. Chandler, like other 
! of the former opponents of previous 
! petitions for the filling station per- 
mit, had changed his views on the 
traffic hazard contention, and stated 
“We would not suggest a plan that 
would increase the traffic hazard." 
He said that he had asked traffic ex- 
perts if they believe gasoline sta- 
tions increase hazards to pedestrians, 
and they answered "No.” He assert- 
ed that the gasoline station at the 
corner of Centre and Willow sts. has 
not caused any increase in traffic 
hazards. 

Alderman Temperley questioned 
Mr. Chandler as t-o whether, or not. 
the Newton Centre Improvement As- 
sociation had held four meetings the 
past year, as its rules call tue, und if 
the members of the association at 
such meetings had voted in favor of 
the present petition for the gasoline 
station, or if this matter had been 
brought before any regular meeting 
of the association. Temperley re- 
marked that Chandler gave the im- 
pression that the association now

Corps photographer with the Yankee 
Division in the World War. was the 
last American out of Gdynia and Dan- 
zig — two hours before the ports were 
closed. Forty-eight hours later the 
Nazis invaded Poland, while he ar- 
rived in America with his films in- 
tact.

One of Newton's chief assets during 
tho post century has been — -the thou- 
sands of beautiful shade trees which 
lined its streets. In recent years 
there has been a tendency to curt nil 
the planting of trees along our streets, 
as ii matter of economy. This year 
38000 was asked by tbe Street Depart- 
ment for tho planting of new trees, 
but this amount was cut in the budget 
by tho Mayor to $5000 This will re- 
sult in the planting of trees only 
on newly accepted streets. As a 
large number of trees were destroyed 
on accepted streets by tho hurricane 
in September. 1938, replacements that 
should he made, cannot bo made this 
year. People who reside on tho older 
streets in Newton, and who have paid 
taxes here for many years, are en- 
titled to have the attractiveness of 
their streets retained, and not have 
them gradually denuded of trees. To 
save a few thousands of dollars a year, 
it is poor economy not to maintain 
the largo number of trees which have 
made Newton In the past so much 
more attractive than communities 
with few shade trees along their 
streets. 

On April 10, 1939, Aldermen Max- 
well Gaddis, chairman of the Street 
Traffic Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen, speaking before the Lower 
Falls Improvement Association advo- 
cated a 30 mile speed limit in New- 
ton. His associates on the 1939 Traf- 
fic Committee (Aldermen Bacon and 
Fahey) agreed with him in thi* mat- 
ter. Mr Gaddis conferred with Chief 
of Police Hughes regarding this speed 
limit last year, and the Chief favored 
the proposal. Mayor Goddard also 
favored it. and last Monday it went 
into effect. The percentage of motor 
vehicle drivers in Newton who are 
grumbling against the enforcement of 
this speed limit is very small. The 
big majority of men and women in 
N* wton who operate automobiles seem 
willing to curb their desire to speed 
in the Itope that slower driving in 
Newton will bring the same excellent 
results it has in Providence, Spring- 
field, Worcester and other cities 
where 25 and 3u mile speed limits 
have been enforced for sometime. In 
Providence and Worcester the speed 
limit is 25 miles, and automobile fa- 
talities and accidents have diminished 
greatly in these two busy cities. Both 
the police and judges in Providence 
and Worcester have worked in bar 
monv to bring this happy result 
Last year automobile accidents 
caused 12 deaths in Newton. During 
the past several years there have 
been over 50 deaths in this city as 
a result of automobile accidents, and 
many of the victims have been pedes- 
trians of advanced years. For yearH 
statistics collected by insurance com- 
panies have proved that speed is the 
cause of the great majority of auto- 
mobile accidents and fatalities. Speed 
ing by other vehicles, speeding around 
curves and past street intersections, 
speeding over the brow of a hill 
speeding on wet or icy roads, speed- 
ing at night all those forms of speed- 
ing have been responsible for most 
automobile accidents Speeding at 
night is the principal' cause of fatali- 
ties where pedestrians are the vic- 
tims. And the shameful feature of 
the vast number of deaths occurring 
annually in the U. S. A. because ot 
speeding, is -that there is no neces- 
sity of such hurry on the part of auto- 


mobile operators who habitually drive 
nt high rates of speed. Matty driv- 
ers by starting a few minutes earlier 
to work or on pleasure bent, can elim- 
inate the need of fast driving. Other 
drivers start early enough, hut drive 
fast from Imbit or because they like 
to "show off" by passing everything 
on tho road or bragging how rapid- 
ly they traveled from this place to 
that. But. if such "speeders” had 
someone dear to them mangled and 
killed by a motor vehicle, or if they 
themselves Were badly injured, they 
would have more consideration for the 
sorrows and sufferings which are 
heaped on so many in this speed- 
mud country of ours every year be- 
cause of the ruthless operation of 
automobiles. 

It is about 4 miles from the Welles- 
ley-Newton line to Newton Corner or 
Brookline, or from the North bound- 
ary of the city to the South, on our 
principal highways. The difference 
in time taken by driving at a 30 mile 
rate Instead of a 40 mile rate over 
4 miles, when one has to stop at traf- 
fic signals en route, is about one 
minute. It Is better for everyone to 
take a minute longer driving in or 
through Newton than to have one per- 
son unnecessarily killed, or even bad- 
ly injured in the course of a year 

It would seem that those residents 
of Newton Centre (and Newton High- 
lands! who for years strongly ob- 
jected to the granting of any permit 
for a gasoline filling station on tlie 
ice company property, either ad- 
joining Crystal Lake, or nt the cor- 

r of Centre st. and Norwood nve., 
and who now have reversed their at- 
titude on this matter, must yield to 
the policy that— "The end justifies 
the means." It is somewhat amus- 
ing to listen to persons assert in past 
years that a gasoline station at Cen- 
tre st. and Norwood nve. would be 
a serious traffic hazard to children 
and others, and now hear these same 
persons either argue that such a sta- 
tion will not he a menace, or that 
it won't be a sufficient traffic men- 
ace to offset tho aesthetic advantage 
to be gained by eliminating the eye- 
sore at the former ice house prop- 
erty. If we had not heard these peo- 
ple vigorously and apparently sincere- 
ly contend that a gasoline station on 
the locus in question would be a 
real hazard to school children and 
vehicular traffic, we would credit them 
with exercising that, age old preroga- 
tive of a man to change his mind. 
But, it appears to us that they have 
elected to choose what to them ap- 
pears to he tlie lesser of two evils— 
the removal of tlie Crystal Lake eye- 
sore, at the risk of establishing a po- 
tential traffic hazard. 

Incidentally we did not hear either 
a proponent, or nil opponent of the 
petition mention that other stock ob- 
jection against a filling station at 
the locus, — "that oil seeping from 
tlie tanks would pollute Crystal Lake.” 
They 'either forgot this factor, or 
didn’t choose to remomher it. 

About a month ago the Board of 
Aldermen refused to grant a permit 
for gasoline station at Lower Falls 
for the alleged reasons that it would 
create a truffle hazard, and that there 
was an objection from a church. Will 
history repeat itself?

Commodore Clark Is a native of Cape 
Coil, and has made a study of New j 
England whalemen. He is the own- ) 
<-r of a private whaling museum in 
Send wiclt, Massachusetts, and posses- 
ses otto of the finest collections of 
'Scrimshaw" in the country. 

The story had to do with "Scrim- : 
slniw." which means the making of 
handiwork by sailors at sea. Com- 
modore Clark gave a very Interest- | 
mg story about the early whaling in- 1 
dustry where vessels would leave 1 
New Bedford or Falmouth in late Aug- j 
ust, and go to the sperm whaling 
grounds on the West Coast of South 
America. A full-grown sperm whale 
Is some sixty to ninety feet long, und I 

lei’s were Interested in the blubber, I 
which Is tried out to get whale 
mII. and was tbe means of lighting i 
and heating homes before kerosene I 
nil was discovered. The head of the ' 
whale Is cut off. and after the blub- 
ber |s removed from the rest of the 
body, the head Is hauled on board 
and the sperm whale jaw-bone is re- 
moved. after ten to twelve barrels of 
spermaceti are taken out of the whale 
and used for making candles. 

In the jaw-bone, which is about 26 ! 
feet long, there are 48 teeth, from 
eight inches to a foot In length, 
which are quite good ivory. Out of 
these teetli and the sections of the 
Jaw-bone very excellent carvings are 
made, and many times pictures are I 
engraved on the teeth. When one 
realizes that these articles were made 
while the boats were traveling and 
the tools were of the crudest kind. I 
mostly old marlin spikes and harpoon 
heads, the very excellent display of 
the work surprises one greatly.

and English are preparing for a long 
war. and that during this long war 
United States trade will be going down- 
hill. The business men of this coun- 
try will be for peace, is her belief. 
She stressed the significance of Bri- 
tish seizure and Germany’s destruc- 
tion of neutral shipping as hurting 
United States commerce.

or. who was presiding in the absence 
of President Floyd, told Berke it | 
would not be necessary for him to 
read the letters, as lie had presented 
them, at the hearing before the Claims 
& Rules Committee the preceding 
Friday night 

On a ‘‘showing of bunds” ten per- j 
sons were recorded as favoring the 
petition. 

Irving Paul of Centre st. objected 
to t lie petition. He said he could not. 
understand the change of heart by 
those who came here year after year 
and told how dangerous a gasoline 
station on this locus would be to 
school children and to motor vehicle 
traffic. Ho asserted. "This petition 
has never been brought before the 
Newton Centre Improvement Asso- 
ciation. as I have been a member of 
that association for years, and was 
not notified of any general meeting.” 
Mr. Paul said that if this petition 
is granted* there will be petitions 
for other filing stations near Trow- 
bridge st. He commented t hut his 
family owns a lot at the corner of 
Centre and Paul sis. which is u good 
site for a gasoline station. James 
Waters, appearing as attorney for his 
sister-in-law, Mrs. Mary Waters, whose 
property abuts the locus of the pro- 
posed station, objected to the peti- 
tion. He argued that the isolated zon- 
ing of the former ice-house property 
for manufacturing and business pur- 
poses was made because of the old 
established business there, that t ho 
property had been abandoned for such 
a business many years ago, ami since 
1029 the only business there lmd been 
that of Karatekas. He told of the 
burning of the old ice house in 1934, 
and the refusal of Hie ice company 
to raze toppling walls after that fire 
until compelled to do so by city of- 
ficials. He condemned tin* ice com- 
pany for failing to remove the debris 
from the property, for permitting the 
unsightly, hutned stable to remain 
there, and for not removing the un- 
sightly relics of Kuralekas' for 
fruit market. Waters said to the 
dormen— "You should not comproi 
with those who say — 'Grant this (ill 
ing station permit — or else!’ Wit 
those who use the old ice propert 
nuisance as a prop to get the pei 
mit.” 

Mr. Waters agreed that there hav 
been few accidents at gasoline sta- 
tions. hut here is a sharp grai 
where one cannot see cars ut the otl: 
side of the bridge, where there 
only one sidewalk, and this is us 
by children trom four schools, a 
on Sundays by persons attending four 
churches. He said he does not blame 
persons residing around Crystal Lake 
who want their properties beautified, 
but lie believes that those who 
trying to clear up the problem by 
tills plan are more moved by estheth 
motives than by safety considerations 
Albert T. Stuart of Institution ave 
told the Aldermen that lie lias lived 
in Newton Centre the past. Hi years 
and tlie remainder of his life ut New 
ton Corner, IJ,** said lie is Interested 
in that, community, is a member ol 
its Improvement Association, and h 
directly responsible for the increase 
in valuation of business proper 
Newton Centro to the amount of $750,- 
000, and indirectly responsible for 
$ 200,000 additional in business prop- 
erties there.

Remarkable Rescue Of 
City Laborer After 
Deep Trench Caves In 

Nicholo Bibbo Saved By Fellow Workers; 
New Inhalator Proves Its Value 


Nicholo Bibbo, 46, of 83 Faxon st., 
Nonantum, had a narrow escape from 
death last Saturday morning when a 
deep trench in Montrose st., Newton, 
caved in on him. Employees of the 
Newton Sewer Division were engaged 
in laying a sewer in that street. A 
large power shovel had excavated a 
trench about 12 feet deep and Bibbo 
was sent down to start shoring the 
trench, when one side caved in on 
him. Tons of clay and gravel com- 
pletely buried him, and although he 
kept on his feet, his head was cov- 
ered by about 3 feet of the clay. Fran- 
cis Donnelly, assistant foreman on the 
job, ordered some of the crew to run 
to a nearby house and telephone to 
police and fire headquarters and to 
Newton Hospital. Fellow workers of 
Bibbo jumped into the trench and dug 
feverishly to rescue the buried man. 
Arthur (Duke) English of Waltham 
st., West Newton, was the keyman 
in the rescue squad, and fortunately 
spotted with accuracy the exact place 
under which Bibbo was buried. Among 
others who assisted were Henry Reed, 
Patrick Kelly, Joe Burns, Clifford 
Benoit and Arnold Heywood. 

At 9:34 the telephone call for aid 
was received at police headquarters 
and the ambulance with House Offi- 
cer Patrick Burke and Patrolman Ga- 
quin started for the scene. A cruising 
car with Patrolmen Dungan and Taffe 
was radioed and arrived at the place 
within a few minutes. At 9:40 Fire 
Department headquarters received a 
notice from the police to hasten an 
inhalator to the place, and the lighting- 
plant wagon and Deputy Chief Seaver 
speeded from Newton Centre to Mont- 
rose st., over a mile distant. They 
arrived just as Bibbo’s head was un- 
covered, and Hoseman Halewood im- 
mediately attached an inhalator hose 
over Bibbo’s mouth. The latter's face 
was purple and ho was barely breath- 
ing, but the new inhalator, being used 
for the first time, proved its value, 
and in a few minutes Bibbo was re- 
viving. It took about twenty minutes 
to free his body and limbs from the 
fallen clay which surrounded him. 
Bibbo’s vitality was shown by the fact 
that ns he was placed on a stretcher, 
after having been pulled out of the 
trench, he sat up. At the Newton 
Hospital it was found that he had ap- 
parently not received any serious in- 
juries although he had been com- 
pletely buried for nearly 10 minutes. 
Bibbo's vitality was further proved 
when he returned to work on Wed-

The Middlesex & Boston Company 
has petitioned the Newton Board of 
Aldermen for n permit to extend Its 
Oak Hill line from the present ter- 
minal at Dedham and Brookline sts., 
Oak Hill to the Boston lino nt West 
Roxbury. The other terminal of this 
lino is at Newton Corner. A public 
hearing on this petition will ho held 
by the Aldermen on Monday night, 
April 15. 


Approximately $18,000 of the $25,000 
required to erert the $40,000 parish 
house and hall and community centre 
for St. Mary's Episcopal Church.

A "time capsule” in which news 
of the campaign and contemporary 
life in 1940 is to be opened 100 years 
from now is expected to he includ- 
ed in the corner stone to be laid as 
soon as the detailed plans for the 
annex have been completed by Wil- 
liam J. Freethy. architect, and the 
building committee. 

The choir hoys pledged $67.50 to- 
ward the new building.

Want Less Noise 
At Norumbega 

Persons residing in the vicinity of 
Norumbega Park have petitioned the 
Board of Aldermen to place restric- 
tions on the operation of amusements 
at Norumbega Park. Auburndule. be- 
fore the annual licenses for this place 
will be granted on May 1. Last year 
residents of the district complained 
about being kept awake nights by 
patrons of the dance hall at the park 
starting their automobiles after mid- 
night, and by noises of concessions 
at the park which were operated until 
quite late nights. Objections were 
also raised against Sunday baseball 
games at the park. At that time 
the park management agreed to cer- 
tain restrictions. The petition reads — 

“Understanding that the renewal 
of the Norumbega Park license is 
about to be considered, we the un- 
dersigned wish to have certain re- 
strictions placed on it, to the end 
that the Intolerable conditions that 
existed last Summer shall not bo re- 
peated thisyear/' 


At one of the most largely at- 
tended meetings held in recent years 
the Oak Hill District Improvement 
Association held its fifth Annual Meet- 
ing Tuesday evening at the Oak Hill 
School. The meeting was called to 
order by the president of the asso- 
ciation Henry S. C. Cummings who 
extended a very warm welcome to 
the 150 or more residents attending. 

“Improvement Associations," he 
said, "represent the voice of the Com- 
munity, the collective strength of the 
opinions of all the residents and ev- 
ery effort Is being made to encour- 
age the working through such Asso- 
ciations to secure improvements and 
to protect the community from un- 
desirable developments.” He said 
that the association was doing its 
best to build up a mailing list which 
included every home within the 
District so that the whole district 
might be kept better Informed and 
alert to changes that always come 
up from time to time. The Directors 
are selected for their known civic 
interest and for complete representa- 
tion of the entire district and meet 
each month to discuss and to plan 
for a better Community. Every ef- 
fort is being made to establish a 
closer bond with the local Aldermen 
who never have been more friendly to 
Oak Hill problems than since the As- 
sociation has been in existence. Mr. 
Cummings said the Association tried 
to be as quick to praise and appreciate 
as to ask for and demand. It is a co- 
operative effort by high minded cit- 
izens to assist their city government 
by keeping them better informed of 
needs and the wishes of the District. 

Mrs. Lawrence Early read the Sec- 
retary's Report which was followed by 
reports of the Treasurer and a num- 
ber of Committee Reports. Charles 
R. Davis stated that many difficul- 
ties had arisen in connection with the 
proposed extension of Wheeler rd. 
from Parker to Dedham sts. and that 
there was little immediate hope that 
anything could or would be done to 
push it through. Harold F. Tracy re- 
ferred to the success of the City in 
winning through the courts the right 
to restrict "heavy trucking” over the 
main streets of the district ; he also 
reported that the city was still en- 
gaged in legal combat with the High- 
land Sand & Gravel Co. interests and 
that they had been adjudged in con- 
tempt in the continued operation of 
their hopper and other equipment 
because they were attempting to 
evade the zoning ordinance of the 
city by claiming that the use of can- 
vas for a roof and wire sidings in 
place of wood walls did not consti- 
tute a building over which the city 


might control. Pending appeals to 
the Supreme Court the Gravel Pit 
group continues Its operations on a 
very large scale. For over five years 
they have, he reported, circumvented 
legal actions by the process of con- 
tinually appealing every decision 
made against them. Further, he re- 
ported the Association has taken an 
active interest In preventing the In- 
trusion of business areas in newer 
developments and preventing private 
property being used as a dumping 
ground for such materials as loam etc. 
for resale purposes by residents whose 
main Interest In that property Is to 
carry on a business contrary to zon- 
ing ' laws. 

Wendell R. K. Mick’s report told 
of the important new development 
recently presented to the Aldermen 
which would divide the City into sev- 
en districts, based on suggestions of 
Prof. Adams, who has just completed 
a very exhaustive survey for the 
Planning Board. 

The report was read by Ralph W. 
King and further stated that the As- 
sociation had endeavored to preserve 
the residential character of the Oak 
Hill District: to prevent the intru- 
sion of cemeteries: to eliminate the 
operation of gravel pits; to restrict 
the use of streets by heavy trucks: 
to prevent residential property being 
used for the temporary dumping of 
loam for eventual reeale: to discour- 
age the striping of topsoil; and to 
preserve the older trees from being 
destroyed. 

The secretary then read the report 
of the Nominating Committee which 
offered the following slate which was 
unanimously elected: for president, 
Norman A. Hall.

Last week that astute leader of the 
British government, Neville Chamber- 
lain. sarcastically commented that 
Hitler had "missed the bus." Possibly 
Adolf did miss the bus by not. starting 
a "blitzkrieg" last year, but ho cer- 
tainly used n lot of ferries to ad- 
vantage last Monday. Also, in our 
opinion, that recent statement of Gen- 
eral Ironsides, in which he admit- 
ted that Britain was quite unprepared 
six months ago, but is ready for the 
fray now, was not a wise thing for 
a man in his position to say. If It 
was intended to scare Germany, it 
ertninlv did not do so. 

The propaganda working to drag 
the C. S. A. into the war on the side 
of Britain and France will increase 
apidly from now on. One factor which 
will not help it Is that statement made 
by one of Britain’s leading diplo- 
mats to Japanese officials a few weeks 
ago, in which he assured the Nippon- 
ese that the aims of Britain and 
Japan are identical, and he wished 
success to Japan in its efforts to 
attain its ends in China. This 
British diplomat, trained and ac- 
complished. didn't throw the bull 
as did the (Bull Durham) diplo- 
mat who misrepresented the l*. S. A. 
in Canada, and who, because of his 
blathering, received a sharp rebuke 
from Secretary of State Hull. To 
court favor from Japan in this crit- 
ical time, a high British official as- 
serted that the aims of these two im- 
perialistic nations are alike. Yet, we 
continue to be told that Britain is 
fighting to save democracy.

Weaving its message electrically 
I throughout the continent, to women 
1 listening nation-wide, the magic of 
i radio will link them together in their 
purpose: and make them realize how 
Li,,*,, they are In spirit and aim, and 
now. even In touch and hearing.

Young Belgian Bachelors 
Can Choose Wives Here 

"Object: Matrimony.” That is the 
sign which* might well bo hung over 
the dinner tabto in Ecaussines, Bel- 
gium, when the young ladies of the 
town give their annual banquet for 
bachelors. It occurs every Whit- 
Monday, usually in Mav, and its 
fame has spread far from the lit- 
tle village, which lies about 25 miles 
south of Brussels. Marriageable 
gentlemen come from far and near 
to enjoy the hospitality of the maid- 
ens, and during the course of the fes- 
tival are expected to study their 
hostesses carefully with a view to 
what kind of wives they would 
make. 

If the food is to a man’s liking, 
and the young lady who cooked it 
sufficienty affable and pretty, the 
chances are that a marriage will 
follow shortly. Of course, she too 
must be willing, but since all the 
girls who take part in the fete are 
anxious to settle down and raise a 
family, they are not inclined to be 
over-finicky. They entertain their 
guests in various ways with danc- 
ing, conversation, and general mer- 
riment. but making the most of their 
ability to keep the masculine palate 
satisfied with good things to eat. 

The food served at the dinner is 
prepared with all the skill of the fin- 
est Belgian cookery. It has been 
said of the culinary art in Belgium 
that it is “like the best French cook- 
ing. only more of it.” Thackeray, 
writing nearly a century ago, tells 
of an ordinary Belgian hotel meal 
which included: “Pea soup, melon, 
boiled salmon, carp stewed in 
mushrooms, roast turkey, buttered 
cauliflower, fillets of venison, roast 
veal, roast lamb, rice pudding, 
Gryere cheese, and about 24 kinds 
of cake.” Menus are equally elabo- 
rate today, with the addition of doz- 
ens of "hors d’oeuvres” to be sam- 
pled before the meal proper; and 
whether or not the bachelors who go 
to Ecaussines all get wives, they are 
all sure of a repast fit for royalty. 


Mexican Shrub Yields 

Vegetable ‘Whale Oil* 

Nature sometimes turns up sur- 
prising things for the researcher, 
and when one needed product be- 
comes scarce a substitute often is 
found. 

This is strangely true in the mat- 
ter of whale oil. An oil similar to 
whale oil now is produced from the 
seed of a shrub found in Arizona, 
the lower part of California and 
Mexico. It is known by a variety of 
names, the wild hazelnut, the sheep 
nut and the goat nut. The Mexicans 
know it as the jojoba, which is pro- 
nounced much more softly as ho- 
hoba. 

It is a distant relative of the bet- 
ter-known and thickly branched box- 
wood, although it is dioecious — that 
is, the male and female flowers are 
borne on separate plants. Only fe- 
male plants bear the nuts from 
which the liquid wax comes. 

The nut itself is not rare. For 
centuries it has been relished by the 
Indian tribes inhabiting the area, 
and even the oil, which had not 
previously been analyzed, has been 
used commercially as a hair tonic. 
The seed is egg-shaped and ridged, 
and as a rule is about one-half inch 
long and three-eighths of an inch 
thick. 

Twenty-five pounds of the nuts 
were gathered in Sonora, Mexico, 
and shipped to a commercial feed 
firm in St. Louis. Then they were 
sent to the bureau of chemistry, 
where the oil was extracted from 
the seed. It was found that these 
seeds yielded 51.2 per cent of a light 
yellow oil. 

The testing of this oil started in 
the usual way. First they treated 
the oil with a strong alkali solution 
as in soapmaking. Vegetable oils 
under this treatment yield a soap 
and glycerin, but jojoba oil yielded 
only about 50 per cent of soap and 
about 50 per cent of a yellow oil. 
Gadoleic or eicosenoic acid, the prin- 
ciple acid present* in this soap, has 
never before been found, except per- 
haps in very small amounts, in any 
vegetable oil. As its name indi- 
cates, it is closely related to oleic 
acid, which is a usual constituent 
of vegetable oils, but gadoleic acid 
has 20 carbon atoms in its molecule, 
while oleic acid has only 18 carbons 
in its molecule. The results of these 
tests, in which the component parts 
finally were separated, showed the 
difference between jojoba and all 
ordinary veeetable oils. 


Treating Fungus Infections 

Fungus infections of the skin 
which produce eruptions resistant to 
ordinary treatmdnts, of which se- 
vere cases of athlete’s foot are typi- 
cal, have been caused to subside by 
an electrical treatment devised by 
Professor Howard VV. Haggard and 
Drs. Maurice J. Strauss and Leon 
A. Greenberg, of Yale university. 
These infections are resistant to 
treatment because the fungi that 
I cause them become imbedded deep 
I in the skin tissues where fungicides, 
i applied to the skin, cannot reach 
[ them. The Yale scientists devise a 
I method of getting copper, as a fungi- 
I cide, deep into the skin by ionto- 
phoresis, or transporting it through 
the tissues by on electric current. 
Treatment lasted from two weeks to 
six weeks, and the average num- 
ber of treatments was six. The 
eruptions turn blue, and healing 
takes place under this surface.

Cellophane Sausage Casings 
Not long before the war sausages 
in cellophane were declared a suc- 
cess in Berlin. It is claimed in 
Germany that the cellulose casings, 
in addition to being about 25 per 
cent cheaper than the natural cas- 
ings, do not allow fata to escape 
and conserve the sausage filling so 
that the meat can be kept fresh 
longer. 

Manufacture of the cellophane 
sheeting is similar to that of rayon, 
both having cellulose as a basis. 


Game of Chess Has Been 

Played Since 3300 B. C. 

There must be something remark- 
able about a game that survives for 
centuries. Chess is played in inter- 
national tournaments and in homes 
and in teashops. but what nobody 
seems at all clear about is: who 
started it? 

The Chinese say that they can 
trace chess in their own country for 
more than 20 centuries, but we know 
it is older than that, asserts a writ- 
er in London Answers magazine, for 
excavations at the Egyptian pyra- 
mids brought to light a drawing 
showing chess being played during 
the sixth Egyptian dynasty, which 
is about 3300 B. C. 

However, the game was brought 
to England by the Crusaders about 
the year A. D. 1095. 

The Brahmins of India are be- 
lieved to be the inventors of play- 
ing cards, and to have sent them 
east and west, to Arabia, Persia 
and China. 

The first mention of them in Eng- 
land occurs about 1278. when 
Queen Eleanor, wife of Edward I, 
is supposed to have imported them.

Why Cats Eyes Shine in Dark 

The luminous appearance of a 
cat’s eyes in the dark is due to the 
reflection of light by the tapetum 
lucidum. which is part of the mem- 
branous layer between the retina 
and the outer covering of the pupils 
of the eyes. This remarkable layer 
is distinctly differentiated from the 
chorid layer only in certain animals. 
It is the tapetum lucidum that en- 
ables members of the feline family 
and other nocturnal animals to see 
even when there :s very little light. 
Some authorities believe this layer 
reflects the light rays through the re- 
tina a second time In the domestic 
cat the tapetum lucidum is brilliant 
green or blue in color and has a me- 
tallic luster The glare is especially 
noticeable when artificial light is 
thrown on a cat in a dark corner, or 
when a cat in a durk place is ob- 
served through an opening, light en- 
tering the darkness through the 
opening being reflected from the 
cat’s eyes as from a mirror.

Newton Woman In 
Hundredth Year 

Miss Charlotte Adams of 109 Ver- 
non st., Nowton, ontored her one- 
hundredth year last Saturday. She 
was horn in Iowa City, Iowa, on April 
6, 1841, the daughter of Abraham G. 
and Annie (Harrington) Adams. Her 
parents were natives of Weston, Mass- 
achusetts, and had migrated to the 
then Far West in a covered wagon. 
She cam© to Massachusetts when 14 
years of age to reside with relatives, 
and during the Civil War worked at 
the Watertown Arsenal making car- 
tridges. Although she had but three 
years of formal education, she was 
appointed a teacher in the Union 
Street School at Brighton in 1861 at 
a yearly salary of $200. When she 
was retired on a pension ah© was 
master’s assistant at the WlnBhip 
School in Brighton and her salary 
was $960, which entitled her to a 
monthly pension of $35. She is 
tlie oldest pensioner of the City of 
Boston. 

Although Miss Adams became blind 
several years ago, and ’her hearing Is 
impaired, her memory Is excellent 
and she takes a keen interest in af- 
fairs. She hopes to live to observe 
her 100th birthday. For tlie past six 
years her faithful nurse has been Mrs. 
Agnes Hall. 

Miss Adams is a direct descendant 
of Robert Harrington who settled in 
Watertown in 1634, and was one of 
the proprietors of that town. Her 
uncle, Abel Harrington, conducted the 
old Nonantum House at Newton Cor- 
ner about three-quarters of a century 
ago. She resided for many years 
in the home of I. Boutwell Harring- 
ton. on Church st., Newton. She spent 
52 summers at Wakefield, New Hamp- 
shire, and twelve winters at Orlando, 
Florida. Her nearest relatives 
are Miss Clara L. Harrington 
of Melrose and Prof. Arthur C. Har- 
rington of Fitchburg State College, 
cousins. Miss Adams received many 
remembrances from friends on her 
birthday, including flowers, letters 
and cards. 

Cleansing Shop 
Fire Loss $6500 

The cement and wood building at 
10 Hawthorn at., Nonantum, near Wa- 
tertown st. was the scene of a fire 
which was discovered at 11:53 Mon- 
day night by Patrolman Goddard.

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Inches Says Those Who 
Stole City Property 
Should Be Prosecuted 


Says City-Owned Automobile Was 
Damaged to Extent of $340 


At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night Alderman 
Inches of Ward 6 delivered a scath- 
ing attack on the alleged failure of 
the previous administration to proB- 
ecuto a man who he said had taken a 
city owned car without authority and 
damaged it to the extent of $340. 
Inches read an article printed in a 
newspaper last week which told of 
the arrest of three men for stealing 
loam from a private estate, and the 
excuse offered by the principal of- 
fender that — "the reason he took the 
loam was because ho thought it was 
owned by the city.” After reading 
the newspaper story, Inches comment- 
ed — 

"This fills mo with disgust. It is 
shocking that a prisoner should offer 
in court as an excuse for theft, that 
he thought what he took was city prop- 
erty. Mark you, this man, a former 
employee of the city, how did he get 
in this state of mind? 

"Such an excuse could not possi- 
bly exist in the mind of this man if he 
had ever heard of any person having 
been prosecuted for stealing materi- 
als from the city. The only person 
whom I ever heard of being prose- 
cuted by the past administration was 
one who was found guilty of conceal- 
ing a small sum of money from one 
of tlie welfare departments. It is 
very interesting that this prosecution 
and conviction did not take place until 
after the guilty party had given in- 
formation to the board which has al- 
ready saved thousands of dollars for 
the taxpayers and which may save 
thousands more. This man talked 
and then he got his. 

"The first thing I would like to do 
is ask my colleague from Ward 6, 
chairman of public works, if more 
than one of these men found guilty 
by Judge Mayberry is now or has 
ever been employed by the city. A 
note should be made of these men so 
that they may never be employed by 
the city. 

it is iny opinion that under the 
last administration there has been 
no barn door, one which we could put 
a lock, to prevent the escape of city 
property, into the hands of anyone 
who wanted to take it. 

"As examples here are two in- 
stances in which, as far as I know, 
the past administration took no ac- 
tion whatsoever. The first one, a 
while back some one at night broke 
into the Crafts Street garage, which 


I trust is not without a watchman, 
stole a Ford car belonging to one of 
the departments, smashed it into 
enough fragments so that its repair 
cost the city, I believe, about $340. 
And that is all that happened about 
that, as far as I know. It had the 
look of being hushed up.” 

Inches said the second case was 
the theft of a load of fertilizer owned 
by the city. He said these two cases 
should be investigated by the present 
Mayor, who he praised as efilcient 
and honorable, and the offender pros- 
ecuted, so that an example will be 
made of him and others discouraged 
from stealing city property.

Legal Fight Over 
Policeman’s Pay 

John L. Riley, a patrolman on the 
Newton police force, has entered suit 
against the City of Newton to recover 
$1.67 which had been deducted from 
his pay on l/arch 23 at the 4 per cent 
contribution to the retirement fund. 
Riley was made a member of the po- 
lice department in 1916. In 1917 he 
joined the U. S. military forces to 
serve in the war. In 1919 he resumed 
his police duties and in 1920 re- 
signed to return to his occupation as 
a bricklayer. In 1935 Riley was re- 
appointed to the police department. 
Chief Hughes understood that Riley, 
upon resuming his police duties had 
all the rights he would have had if 
lie had continued as a member of 
tlie department during the years be- 
tween his resignation in 1920 and 
his reappointment. Accordingly, ho 
assigned Riley to a day route, giving 
him priority over policemen who had 
been performing night duty for many 
years. Riley was also supposed to 
be entitled to the same pension status 
as other policemen. But, recently City 
Solicitor Bartlett and Comptroller 
White decided that Riley must come 
under the contributory retirement act 
which was adopted by the city in 
1928, und the deduction was made 
from his pay.

George Wilbur of West Roxbury, 
principal owner of the Highland Sand 
& Gravel Company at Oak Hill, was 
adjudged in contempt of court by 
Judge Francis Goode of the Superior 
Court last Friday. Judge Goode gave 
Wilbur a stay of two weeks before 
imposing any sentence, in order to give 
Wilbur an opportunity to appeal to 
the Supremo Court. The judge placed 
Wilbur in contempt, because lie had 
failed to comply with an order of the 
Superior Court, issued some months 
ago, to remove buildings and equip- 
ment at tho huge gravel pit ofT Wis- 
wall rd.. Oak Hill. Wilbur had taken 
the roof off the big sand hopper at tho 
pit. replaced tlie sides of the structure 
with wire, and continued operations 
there. 

On December' 12. 1927, Cecil Chad- 
wick, then Public Buildings Commis- 
sioner of Newton, gave Wilbur a per- 
mit to erect the structures and start 
operating the gravel pit in n private 
residence zone at Oak Hill. On July 
22. 1929, the Board .f Aldermen grant- 
ed Wilbur : ” (JG r»f Thp «rrmH for 

one year. At that .o Wilbur told the 
Aldermen that there were about 
1,000,000 tons of material to bo ex- 
cavated on the large tract of land he 
owned at Oak Hill, and it would tako 
5 years to complete the excavating 
work. Wilbur kept coming in for re- 
newals and obtained them each year 
although strong opposition had devel- 
oped among Oak Hill residents 
against the gravel pit there. A trucking 
nuisance had resulted and the noise 
of the machinery at the pit was also 
objected to. 

In 1934 Alderman Temperley called 
attention to the fact that Wilbur had 
extended his excavating activities to 
many acres of surrounding properties 
not owned by him. In 1936 the Board 
refused to grant Wilbur another re- 
newal. He obtained an injunction, 
which permitted him to continue op- 
rating the pit despite the refusal of 
the Aldermen to grant a renewal. A 
master was appointed to hear evi- 
dence on the matter, and the case 
dragged along for a few years. On 
January IS, 1937. the Board of Aider- 
men in another effort to* stop the use 
of the gravel pit, passed an ordinance 
forbidding heavy trucking on Dedham 
st. Wilbur obtained another injunc- 
tion which nullified this ordinance for 
a couple of years. Last year the Su- 
perior Court upheld reports of the 
masters who had been appointed to 
make findings on tlie legal controversy 
over the gravel pit. Both reports 
were in favor of the city. 


Alexander Lincoln of Brookline, 
who was last year appointed by Judge 
Lumtnus of the State Supreme Court 
to serve as master to hear evidence 
and make findings In two petitions 
entered by former Sergeant-Mechanic 
Bart Cullen of the Newton police de- 
partment seeking reinstatement to 
that position, gave copies of his re- 
ports on Saturday to City Solicitor 
Bartlett and Francis X. Hurley, coun- 
sel for Cullen. 

Before filing his final report with 
tlie Supremo Court, Mr. Lincoln will 
hold a conference with the City So- 
licitor and Attorney Hurley, to per- 
mit them to present arguments for 
amendments to his report. The court 
has set May 15 as the deadline for 
filing the report, which will not be 
made public until it is filed. 

In preparing the 1939 budget the 
Board of Aldermen voted to appro- 
priate money for Cullen’s salary only 
until July 1, 1939, thus automatically 
abolishing the office on that date. Cul- 
len, through his attorney, filed peti- 
tions alleging that the Aldermen did 
not act in good faith when they abol- 
ished his position, and also that his 
removal from the Newton Police De- 
partment was contrary to the civil 
service laws.

its Oak Hill line from the present 
terminal at Dedham and Brookline sts. 
to the West Roxbury line, about a half 
mile distant. Albert Hasenfus, chair- 
man of the bus committee of the Im- 
provement Association, favored the pe- 
tition. He said that last November, 
40 Oak Hill residents filed a petition 
asking that this extended service be 
given. It is planned to have six trips 
over the extension daily, and if enough 
patronage results, to run additional 
trips. He said that much of the suc- 
cess of the proposed venture depends 
on whether, or not, the Boston Ele- 
vated will extend its bus service from 
West Roxbury to the Newton line to 
connect with the M & B buses. He said 
such a connection would give 40-min- 
ute service between the Peabody Tea 
Room and Forest Hills 
Mr. Hasenfus said that at the April 
9th meeting of the Improvement As- 
sociation. Arnold Hartmann and a few 
others had opposed the petition. He 
said Hartmann is planning to build a 
large number of small houses in "Fox 
Meadows” ofT Brookline st.. and wants 
a bus line along Brookline st. to the 
Brookline boundary. Hasenfus argued 
that Hartmann has only built 8 
houses and only 4 are occupied, so it 
will be some time before any bus serv- 
ice is needed for that section. He also 
argued ahat Brookline st. is narrow, 
curving and dangerous. 

Henry S. Cummings, former presi- 
dent of the Oak Hill Improvement As- 
sociation. favored the petition. He 
said he is not opposed to other bus 
routes at Oak Hill, but the proposed 
extension should he given a fair trial. 
He said the vote taken at the April 9th 
meeting of the association. 16 against 
1 for. v.-ae not con- 
vincing. as only about 20 per cent of 
the members present voted on the 
question. Wendell R Mick, another 
former president of the association, 
also favored the petition. Others who 
spoke in favor included James P. 
Hsty, Robert Estv. Clement Esty. Mrs. 
Everett Winslow. Arthur Smith and 
William Wright. 

Robert King, of 32S Brookline st. 
opposed the petition. He said he had 
been delegated by the improvement 
association as a result of the vote on 
April 9th. to appear. He argued that 
it is much more practical to extend 
the Middlesex & Boston bus line along 
Brookline st. so that it will connect 
with the Elevated buses, if these buses 
will be operated to the Xewton- 
Brookline boundary. Arnold Hart- 
mann opposed the petition. He said 
that President Hanson of the M * B 
had told him that he had received two 
letters from the Improvement Asso- 
ciation signed by former President 
Cummings favoring the proposed ex- 
tension. According to Hartmann, the 
transportation committee of the im- 
provement association had taken no 
action on this matter, and Cummings 
did not have the authority to send the 
letters. Hartmann said Brookline st. 
will soon be widened, and the city 
will save money of transporting school 
pupils if the M & B buses will be 
routed along that street. 

Charles It. Davis of Brookline st., 
another former president of the im- 
provement association, also opposed 


the charges that he had acted without 
authority, Mr. Cummings said he had 
submitted eight different propositions

Harry Noyes Dies 
In Plane Crash 


Harry E. Noyes, 42, of 65 Prospect 
Park. Newtonville. was killed shortly 
after midnight. Tuesday morning at 
Higganum. Conn . when the chartered 
airplane in which he was flying from 
Boston to Camden. New Jersey crash- 
ed and burned. Mr. Noyes, who was 
president of the Noyes Buick Com- 
pany. departed from the Brxnon air- 
port at 11:05 Monday night enrouto 
to Florida. He was accompanied by 
Robert Rideout of Marblehead, a 
Noyes Buiok executive and Charles 
Smith, employed as a caretaker at Mr. 
Noyes' Marblehead estate. The plane 
was piloted by John Hartwell of Brook- 
line. 

The plane crashed about 1 a. m. 
Tuesday when the motor failed. Smith 
and Hartwell were thrown clear of the 
burning wreckage and the former, al- 
though badly injured, struggled to a 
farmhouse and told of the accident. 
Noyes and Rideout had been trapped 
in the plane, which was a mass of 
flames when a searching party found 
it in a wooded area. 

Harry E. Noyes was the son of the 
late Harry K. and Hope tPike) Noyes. 
He attended Pomfret School, grad- 
uated from Dartmouth in 1918 and 
during the World War served in the 
U. S. Naval Air Service, rie \. as «$ 
member of the Braeburn and Wood- 
land Golf Clubs.

Univer- 
sity Clubs of Boston, and Masonic 
bodies. An enthusiastic yachtsman, 
he owned four yachts and was a mem- 
ber of the Boston.

Before residing at Newton- 
ville. he had lived in Newton Centre. 
He is survived by his widow. Mrs. 
Ruth -Pike) Noyes; and four chil- 
dren.

Representative Francis X. Coyne of 
Dorchester manages to obtain consid- 
erable publicity each year by filing In 
the Legislature, of which he is a mem- 
ber. some unusual bill that attracts 
much attention. A few years ago Mr. 
Coyne introduced a bill, which if it 
became law, would have compelled per- 
sons to use their legal names, rather 
than assumed names. This bill was 
directed principally at persons in the 
entertaining profession, men and wom- 
en who have achieved fame in the 
"movies" or ns radio Htars. We agreed 
with Mr. Coyne in his efforts to pre- 
vent the use of fictitious names by 
persons, in the moving picture indus- 
try In fact, years ago we ex- 
pressed the opinion that there should 
he a Federal law prohibiting the legal 
adoption by men and women of char- 
acteristically American names. During 
the past 25 years or more there has 
been a widespread practice by per- 
sons of foreign birth or parentage of 
assuming names of families that came 
to this country in Colonial times. Those 
who adopted these names did so ns- 
sumedly to conceal their racial deri- 
vation and to obtain financial or so- 
cial advantages. Had they merely 
wanted to overcome difficulties in pro- 
nouncing or spelling certain foreign 
names, they could have simplified or 
Anglicized them without stealing oth- 
er folks names. 

But the latest hill filed by Mr. 
Coyne is. in our opinion, just for 
the purpose of obtaining publicity,! 
and very cheap publicity. He pro- 
poses thnt the small plot of land used 
as King's Chapel burial ground, and 
the larger plot of land where the 
Granary burial ground is located, 
shall be cleared of the dust of the 
early settlers and famous patriots who 
were buried In these two hallow 
places, and the sites used as office 
buildings for State departments. Mr. 
Coyne knows that there are plenty 
of sites in Boston reasonably near 
the State House that can he acquired 
for office buildings, and that the peo- 
ple of Boston and Massachusetts with 
few exceptions would use all means 
in their power to prevent the plan 
he proposes being put into effect.

Foundation of Realm of 

Swedes Laid A. D. 700 

It was about 700 A. D. that the 
foundation of the kingdom of the 
Swedes was laid by one Ingjold. For 
more than 300 years, until 1050, the 
ancient dynasty, seated at the his- 
toric city of Upsala, ruled the coun- 
try. This included a time known 
as the Viking period, celebrated in 
history for famous expeditions to 
the New world. Christianity was in- 
troduced into Sweden in 829. but 
did not gain a foothold until about 
200 years later. In 1397, states a 
writer in the Chicago Tribune, the 
royal line became extinct and the 
right of succession to the throne of 
Sweden, as well as those of Den- 
mark and Norway, fell to Queen 
Margaret of Denmark. Thereafter 
until 1523 Sweden was dominated by 
Denmark through an alliance 
known as the Union of Kalmar. 

When Gustavus Vasa in that year 
was proclaimed king of Sweden the 
union was dissolved and the Swedes 
began playing an increasingly im- 
portant part in the affairs of Eu- 
rope. Since then three royal lines 
have ruled over Sweden: The Vasa 
line, founded by Gustavus I; the 
Holstein-Gottorp line, of which 
Adolphus Frederick was the first; 
and the Bernadotte line, founded by 
Charles XIV, better known as Mar- 
shal Bernadotte of France. In all 
there were 12 sovereigns in the Vasa 
line, covering six generations; there 
were four in the Holstein-Gottorp 
line, covering three generations; 
and there have been five, of four 
generations, of the Bernadotte line, 
beginning with the French marshal, 
who was adopted as a successor by 
Charles XIII, and coming down to 
the present monarch, eighty-year- 
old Gustav V.

Nectar, Not Honey, That 

Attracts Bee to Blooms 

It is nectar, not honey, that at- 
tracts the bees to the flowers. This 
nectar is usually found in a little 
gland at the base of the petal. This 
is what the bee, and various flies 
and ants steal from the flower, as- 
serts a writer in the Montreal Her- 
ald. When the bee has sucked up | 
the nectar, it turns it into honey , 
in a portion of its stomach called 
the honeycrop. Therefore the only 
place where honey exists is in the 
crop of the bee, and later where it 
deposits it in the cells of the hive. 

The flower’s nectar is almost pure 
sacchrose, whilst honey manufac- 
tured in the bee's honey-crop is dex- 
trose and levulose. Thus the bee 
performs the wonderful feat of 
changing cane-sugar into grape- 
sugar. Of course the flowering plant 
does not offer the nectar free. It is 
a bribe to attract the hairy-bodied 
bees, who in search for it, rub their 
bodies against the pollen-covered 
anthers, and visiting another plant, 
fertilize it with this pollen and thus 
carry out the reproduction of the 
plant. To avoid being robbed of 
honey by useless insects, flowers 
often have hairy stems so that ants 
cannot climb up, and deep-throated 
flowers so that only the long-tongued 
bees can reach the nectar. On the 
petals of the primrose you will see 
definite lines which botanists call 
“honey-guides" for as on other flow- 
ers, they are thought to be there to 
guide the bees to the nectar— not 
the honey! 


Term Caucasian Refers 

To the Caucasus Region 

In a limited sense the term Cau- 
casian refers to the Caucasus region, 
on the borderland of Europe and 
Asia, or to its inhabitants, espe- 
cially its indigenous people, notes a 
writer in the Cleveland Plain Dealer. 

In its wider use the term is em- 
ployed as the German anthropolo- 
gist Johann Friedrich Blumenbach 
used it, in 1775, to designate the 
division of mankind which em- 
braces the chief races inhabiting 
Europe, North Africa and south- 
western Asia. He applied this name 
on the supposition that the people of 
the Caucasus were the archetype of 
the race. The typical people of the 
Caucasic family are comprised in 
the speakers of the Indo-European, 
Semitic and Hamitic languages, al- 
though some other races, such as 
the Ainus of Japan and the Poly- 
nesians, are by some considered to 
be stray Caucasijns. 

Blumenbach distinguished five 
primary races of mankind — the 
Caucasic (which includes some peo- 
ple as brown or black as those of 
other races), the Mongolic, the 
Ethiopic, the American, and the 
Malay. This classification is large- 
ly followed, although some, like Lin- 
naeus, allow only four — European, 
Asiatic, African and American — and 
others, like DeQuatrefages, reduce 
the number to three, the Malay and 
American Indian being treated as 
mixed races, chiefly Mongolic in 
origin.

Miles of Death Valley 

Floor Below Sea Level 

Running in a general northwest- 
erly direction, Death valley is nar- 
row in comparison to its length, 
ranging from four miles or less in 
width at constricted points to per- 
haps sixteen miles at its widest 
part. It is a region of superlatives. 
Approximately 550 square miles of 
the valley floor are below sea level; 
and Badwater, 280 feet below that 
datum plane, is the lowest land 
on the entire Western hemisohere 
Telescope peak, towering 11,325 feet 
above the valley floor, probably 
stands higher above its immediate 
surroundings than any other moun 
tain in the 48 states. 

Death valley held, until quite re 
cently, a world's record for high tem- 
peratures, and it is one of the 
dryest places in the West. In a 
standard thermometer shelter at 
Furnace Creek, a maximum air 
temperature of 134 degrees Fahren- 
heit in the shade has been record 
ed. On the salt flats near Badwater. 
in the deepest part of tlie valley, il 
has probably been hotter still. The 
valley is famous for consistently 
fair weather, lack of rainfall and 
extremely low humidity. One reo 
ord for an entire year showed 351 
clear days, and the average annuu) 
precipitation over a period of many 
yours is one and four-tenths inches

Guantanamo, Cuba, constitutes 
one link in the steel chain which 
Uncle Sam uses for defense of the 
Panama canal. Located on the 
south shore at the eastern end of 
Cuba, the Guantanamo naval base 
came into being early in the Twen- 
tieth century, when land there was 
leased by the United States from 
the Cuban government.

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Election Next Tuesday 
Will Select Delegates 
To Party Conventions 


Organization Group Headed by Saltonstall 
Opposed by McMasters Old-Age 
Pension Slate 


Next Tuesday Newton voters will 
go to the polls In the presidential 
primaries to elect delegates to the 
national conventions, members of the 
State Committees and Ward and City 
Committees. As in previous years a 
comparatively light vote is antici- 
pated. Four years ago 24 per cent 
of more than 33,000 voters cast their 
ballots. Tito usual polling places will 
be used as in the city election. 

On the Republican ballot there aro 
two groups of candidates for dele- 
gates at large, together with alter- 
nate delegates. The first of these 
groups is headed by William M. Mc- 
Masters of Cambridge and includes 
Byron P. Hayden of Springfield, Harry 
P. Gibbs of Brockton, and Selden G. 
Hill of Danvers. This group will 
also carry with it the notation that 
they are pledged to Thomas G. Dewey, 
Republican presidential aspirant, al- 
though the latter has publicly repudi- 
ated this endorsement. Another tail 
to the pplitical kite of the McMasters 
group is the endorsement of the pro- 
gram for national old age pensions 
at sixty. 

The regular Republican organization 
group is second on the ballot and is 
headed by Governor Leverott Salton- 
stall, Senator Henry Cabot Lodge. 
Congressman Joseph W. Martin and 
former State Treasurer John W. Haig- 
is. In view of the overwhelming pop- 
ularity of these four candidates among 
Newton voters as expressed in past 
elections it is probable that New- 
ton voters will not be swayed by 
the first place position of the Mc- 
Masters^ group or the unauthorized 
Dewey pledge. 

This second group will go to the 
convention unpledged to any of the 
avowed presidential candidates. Their 
alternates will bo Mary B. Besse of 
Wareham, Orrin S. Kenney of Bever- 
ly, Mary Philips Bailey of North- 
ampton, and Irene Gowetz of Wor- 
cester. 

There are two groups of candidates 
for district delegates to the Repub- 
lican convention from the 9th Con- 
gressional district. The first group 
consists of District Attorney Robert 
F. Bradford of Middlesex County and 
ex-Mayor Sinclair Weeks of Newton 
with their alternates. They aro op- 
posed by Charles F. Danfortli of Cyp- 
ress st., Newton Centre and Leon H.

Police Campaign 
Against Illegal 
Parking In Newton 


Members of the Newton police de- 
partment assigned days to business 
sections of the city, aro co-operating 
with Inspectors Burke and Hammell 
of tho traffic bureau in a cnmpalgn 
against persons who have been mak- 
ing a habit of violating the parking 
regulations of this city. A certain 
minority of automobllo drivers pay lit- 
tle attention to signs which show 
that parking is prohibited or restricted 
in various places in tho business sec- 
tions, or that parking is limited to 
one hour. This type of autoist also 
will park his or her car at a street 
corner, alongside a hydrant, parallel 
where angle parking is specified (or 
vice versa) or on cross walks. 

Under the method now being used, 
no tag is affixed to tho car illegally 
parked. Instead, the number of the 
car is given to tho Traffic Bureau 
and tho name of the owner is ascer- 
tained. Then the owner receives a 
notice to report to the office of the 
Clerk of Court where ho or she re- 
ceives a warning. A second offence 
again requires the owner to report 
to the clerk of court’s office and a 
penalty of $1 is imposed. A third of- 
fence brings the offender back to the 
Clerk of Court’s office for the pur- 
pose of paying a $2 penalty. A fourth 
offence within the year results in a 
summons being handed to the persis- 
tent offender for his or her appear- 
ance in the district court. But if the 
fourth offence occurs after December 
31, even though the other three of- 
fences occurred within a period of a 
few months previous, the slate is 
wiped clean. 

This method of curbing persistent 
offenders against purking regulations 
was enacted into law several years 
ago by the Legislature of this State. 
It saves them from being branded 
with criminal records, but it accords 
more leniency to those who because 
they are onery — or stupid, persist in 
non-co-operation with public safety 
and welfare by disregarding park- 
ing regulations made to promote the 
best interests of a community. 


Confer On 
Unemployment 
AndReliei Problems 


A two-hour conference was held at 
the Mayor's office on Monday morning 
relative to the unemployment and re- 
lief problems in tho City of Newton. 
The following men attended: Clarence 
G. McDavitt, Vice Chairman of the 
Community Council and Chairman of 
the Council Committee on Employ- 
ment; Lyscom A. Bruce, Jr., Executive 
Director of the Community Chest and 
Council; Charles B Jones, President, 
and Charles E. Bailey, Executive 
Secretary of the Newton Taxpayers' 
Association; James P. Reynolds. Di- 
rector, Department of Public Welfare; 
Harold F. Young, Sponsors’ Agent, 
W.P.A., and Rupert C. Thompson, Sec- 
retary of the Newton Chamber of 
Commerce. 

It Is hoped that during the coming 
months that some definite program 
can he developed with the help of 
these men, together with other citi- 
zens of Newton who have a vital in- 
terest in these problems. Subsequent 
meetings will be held as preliminary 
plans made by this committee are 
carried out. 


1 500 Dogs Are 
Inoculated 


The free clinic for dogs conduct- 
ed by the City of Newton last week 
at the old-drill shed behind the classi- 
cal high school building on Walnut st., 
Newtonville, resulted in about 1500 
dogs receiving inoculation against ra- 
bies. Because of the illness of Dr. 
Boutelle, city veterinarian, the inocu- 
lations were given by Dr. Schofield 
of Wellesley. So far this year 3400 
dogs have been licensed in Newton, 
as against 4500 licensed during 1939. 
This indicates that there are many 
dogs in this city which have not yet 
been licensed, and that a majority of 
the dogs in the city are not inocu- 
lated against rabies.

Seek Change On 
Half-Holiday 


Newton local of the City Employees 
Federation, through a committee, has 
asked Mayor Goddard to recommend a 
change in the ordinance regulating the 
granting of a Saturday half-ftoliday to 
ity employees. The present ordinance 
requires 44 hours work a week to qual- 
ify for the Saturday half-holiday with 
pay. The employees ask that this ord- 
inance be changed so that only 36 or 
28 hours of work be required to quali- 
fy for the half-holiday. The local 
also is requesting the city to take steps 
to place automobile liability insurance 
on city-owned automobiles and trucks.

Seven Teaching Positions 
Will Be Abolished 


At the meeting of the Newton 
School Committee on Monday night 
an application was received from New- 
ton Post, A. L. asking for a permit 
to use Claflin Field, the athletic area 
behind, the high school at Newton- 
ville, for its annual field day ou July 
4 th. A letter was also read from the 
Newtonville Improvement Association 
asking that representatives of this 
organization he given an opportunity 
to be heard by tho School Commit- 
tee before the Legion Post is given 
a permit for the field day. The im- 
provement association members want 
to discuss the matter of permitting 
t lie setting off of fireworks, this event 
having been the climax of the field 
day in past years. The application 
of Newton Post was laid on the table. 

Action was again postponed ou the 
application which had been received 
from the Newton Lower Falls Im- 
provement Association at a previous 
meeting. Members of the Lower Falls 
group want to use the gymnasium of 
the Levi Warren School at West New- 
ton for badminton games. The School 
Committee at that meeting did not 
manifest enthusiasm over the request, 
and comment was made that the Recre- 
ation Department is in charge of ath- 
letic activities conducted in school 
buildings. Tho School Committee 
sent a letter to the Lower Falls ap- 
plicants referring to tho fact that the 
parish hall of St. Mary’s Church, where 
tho badminton games were played by 
Lower Falls residents, is being re- 
built. The petition was again laid 
on the table because no reply had 
been received to this letter. Bad- 
minton devotees in other sections of 
Newton play the game in privately 
owned halls. 

The School Committee voted to 
grant a permit to senior scouts of 
Norumbega Council, Boy Scouts, to 
hold a dance at Warren Junior High 
School on the night of May 10. The 
boys asked for the use of the gym- 
nasium from 8 p. m. until 1 a. m. 
the next morning. Tho committee 
limited tho permit to midnight, so 
the boys (and girls) will get home 
at a more seemly hour after that 
dance.

Supt. of Schools Warren informed 
tho committee that seven teaching po- 
sitions will be eliminated in New- 
ton public schools ,‘bn coming year, 
instead of five, as previously an- 
nounced. He requested that the an- 
nual election of teachers, and an- 
nouncements of transfers, usually held 
at tho April meeting, be postponed. 
His request was granted. The resig- 
nation of Miss Marguerite Flanders, 
a kindergartner at the Rico School 
was accepted with regret. She has 
been a teacher in the Newton schools 
for 31 years. 

Dr. Ellsbree of Columbia University, 
who is making a survey of salaries 
paid to Newton teachers, was present 
and conferred with the committee in 
an executive session. 

Expenditures by the school depart- 
ment for the month of March were 
approved. Those for the regular 
schools totalled $121,021.26; including 
$103,617.72 for salaries; $4670.42 for 
fuel, power and water; $12,733.12 for 
other expenses. The expenses of the 
Trade School totalled $7,758.71 and 
included $5257.48 for salaries, $1334.08 
for fuel and power, $1017 for other ex- 
penses, $150 for garage rent. 

The calendar for the 1940-1941 
school years was adopted. It calls 
for 182 school days, two over the 
minimum required by the State. It 
is as follows: Sept. 9 to December 20 
(witli holiday November 11), and 
Thanksgiving vacation from noon No- 
vember 27 to December 2. Second 
term following tho Christmas vaca- 
tion from January 2 to February 21: 
February recess until March 3. 
Third term March 3 to April IS. with 
holiday on Good Friday, with spring 
recess from April 21 to 25 inclusive. 
Fourth term from April 28 to Juno 
30 (holiday on Friday, May 31). Com- 
mitteeraan Francis Frazier suggested 
that the schools be closed on Sep- 
tember 25 to give the pupils nu op- 
portunity to see the Legion parade 
in Boston. He was told that schools 
did not close when the Legion parade 
was held in Boston in 1930, but that 
action may be taken on this matter 
later, if the committee so decides. 


All Day Parking 


Sheldon Rudnick. representing the 
Greylock Construction Company, own- 
ers of the apartment houses at 27-41 
Commonwealth ave.. Chestnut Hill, 
has petitioned the Board of Alder- 
men to place a 2 hour limit on park- 
ing opposite those buildings. The pe- 
tition states that owners of automo- 
biles who commute to Boston via the 
Boston Elevated, park their cars op- 
posite the apartment houses mornings, 
and leave them there all day long. 
This prevents residents of the apart- 
ments. friends who come to visit 
them, or drivers of delivery trucks, 
from having opportunities to park 
even for short periods in front of 
the buildings.

Newton residents should remember to set their clocks, 
watches, and other time pieces ahead one hour before retiring 
on Saturday evening if they would be on time for church or 
other appointments on Sunday morning.

The silver und 
gold ring is so large that it reaches 
from tlie knuckle to Hie first joint 
It is rectangular in shupc and is be- 
lieved to lie eight hundred years old 
The ring was recently dug up in the 
excavations of an Aztec temple, and 
was undoubtedly buried in the ground ' 
several hundred years ago 

In the center of the ring is a 
dragon rampant above the squat fig- 
ure of Hie ru ingod. This dragon ex 
presses evil. The <1 till gold border 
extends around three sidoH und is 
chased with liunmn hearts which 
symbolize the people uho were killed 
for sacrifice to the rulugod. At the 
top is a helmet which is of a different 
style of art from the rest of tho ring 
There aro two theories for this; Itrst 
t hut. the original makers probably 
put It there to make fun of tho Spun 
birds; second, tiiut tlie Spaniards 
found the ring and put the helmet on 
It to signify the Spaniards’ rule over 
Mexico. Owl’s heads of wisdom are 
on either Side of the symbolic seal 
and show that tin- Aztecs often hud

Plans arc being considered for char- 
tering airplanes to fly relief supplies 
to Norway and Poland Ships carry- 
ing supplies have been re-routed, since 
the Scandinavian Invasion, to Genoa. , 
and future shipments will be made 
through tlm same Italian port. But 
in addition to Norwegian Relief, the ♦ 
Red Cross, according to its National 
chairman. Norman Davis, is prepar- 
ing for the possibility that it may 
have to send relief ships to Green- 
land. If normal communications be- 
come disrupted because of the war. 
"Flying under the Red Cross flag they 
would he allowed to pass unchallenged 
through the war zones." says Mr 
Davis. 

Not the least of the great service 
of the Red Cross is the effort to handle 
inquiries concerning the welfare of 
friends or relatives of Americans, and 
to assist them to leave the war zone. 
What this mentis to anxious, heart- 
sick families, here and there. L in- 
describable.

Starting in this week's issue of the 
GRAPHIC nnd to be continued in suc- 
ceeding weeks is a very interesting 
history of the development of the tele- 
phone in Newton. It is written by Eu- 
gene H. Andrews, a retired employee 
of the Telephone Company, who served 
as a manager. Mr. Andrews made a 
comprehensive research in obtaining 
the information which he gives in this 
history. 

The writer in his search for histori- 
cal data relating to the story of tele- 
phony in this city consulted the com- 
plete file of the early press in the Free 
Public Library and interviewed cer- 
tain old residents conversant with the 
conditions prevailing upon the estab- 
lishment of telephone service here. He 
is appreciative of the courtesies ex- 
tended to him by the personnel of the 
Library and of the office of "The New- 
on Graphic." 

AN EARLY ACCOUNT OF ONE OF 

DR. BELL’S DEMONSTRATIONS 

The earliest reference to Dr. Alex- 
ander Graham Bell’s demonstration of 
telephony over a wire of several miles 
extent, on January 31, 1S77, appeared 
in the editorial column of the Newton 
Journal under date of February 24, 
1S77, as follows: 

"The Telephone” 

‘ Professor Bell continues to have 
great success in his experiments with 
the telephone. Recently a conversa- 
tion took place over the wires between 
Professor Bell and others at Boston 
and Mr. Watson at Malden, about six 
miles distant. Mr. Watson was heard 
distinctly by all the company at Bos- 
ton. even a whisper being audible. 
What was more remarkable, Mr. Wat- 
son was able to distinguish between 
the voices at the Boston end, he call- 
ing at least one gentleman by name as 
..soon as he commenced to speak. A 
young lady at the Malden end of the 
wire then sang "The Last Rose of 
Summer" to which the company in 
Boston listened with, rapt attention. 
Tho effect is described as simply 
charming. Think of a song being 
heard six miles! What wonderful 
things we shall hear when every man 
will be in a position to turn on the 
electricity in his house with the same 
facility with which he turns on the 
water or gas. 

"It appears from a description of 
the telephone given by a correspond- 
ent of the Boston Transcript that it 
is not exactly the speaker’s voice that 
is heard at the other end of the wire, 
but rather a reproduction of it by the 
instrument operated upon by electri- 
cal undulations similar to air undula- 
tions which ordinarily convey sound. 
The telephone is thus described by 
this writer.” 

Full description of the instruments 
Involved and the connections followed. 

TELEPHONE LECTURE AND 
DEMONSTRATION 

It was nearly a year later that the 
Newton Journal again had reference 
to telephonic matters in its issue of 
January 19. 1S78 under the Editorial 
Column, reading, 

"The Coming Telephone 
Entertainment" 

"This entertainment at the Eliot 
Church Vestry next Tuesday evening 
will be one of the most popular and 
Instructive of the season.” 

The accompanying advertisement 
of the presentation was as follows: 

"Grand Telephone Exhibition 
* In the 

Large Lecture Room of Eliot Church 

Tuesday Evening January 22 
at 7 Va o'clock 

The Wonders of the Telephone 
Fully Explained by 
Frederick Allen Gower 

An Associate of Professor Bell of 
Boston 

The Telephone Harp 
made by Mason & Hamlin will be 
located in a house at Kenrick Park 
connected by wires over which music 
will be performed on the Harp will bo 
carried and heard in all parts of the 
room and Speaking in tho same man- 
ner. 

Tickets 35 cts; three for Ono Dollar 

For Sale at Roger's Drug Store.” 

The Newton Journal of January 26, 
1878 gave the further account of this 
event. 

"Exhibition of the Telephone" 

"The lecture given by Frederick A. 
Gower before the Eliot Literary As- 
sociation, upon the telephone, was 
much enjoyed by tho largo audience 
assembled. Tho lecturer traced tho 
origin of this great invention, showing 
that Professor Bell spent many years 
of study and experiment before 
bringing it to its present state of •per- 
fection. He explained the construc- 
tion and working of the telephone, 
and illustruted it by conversing with 
ills associate, Mr. M. J. Matthews, 
who was located at the other end of 
the wire at Kenrick Park, (Mr. Trow- 
bridge’s residence) ono quarter of a 
mile distant. Tho cornet playing and 
singing wore easily heard and tho 
turn s recognized. But tho telephone 
harp more perfectly showed tho pow- 
er of tho telephone in transmitting 
sound. The tonos wore so distinct 
that tlie audience might huvo danced 
to tho music. Suverul tunes were 
played by Mr. Matthews. The lec- 
turer spoke of tho practical uses to 
which tho telephone would bo put, 
uud related several instances where 


lives had already been saved by its 
U86.” 

Mr. Thomas Watson. Dr. Bell’s as- 
sociate in his "The Birth and Baby- 
hood of the Telephone" says of the 
lecturer that after a time the lec- 
ture platform became unremunera- 
tlve. 

"Gower went to England later. 
There he made some slight modifica- 
tion of Bell's telephone, called it tho 
"Gower-Bell” telephone and made a 
fortune out of his hyphenated atrocity. 
Later he married Lillian Nordica, al- 
though she soon separated from him. 
He became interested in ballooning. 
The last scene of his life before tho 
curtain dropped showed a balloon 
over the waters of the English Chan- 
nel. A fishing boat hails him. 

"Where are you bound?" 

"Gower's voice replies, "To Lon- 
don.” Then the balloon and its pilot 
drifted into the mist forever.” 

The Newton Republican of Janu- 
ary 25, 1878 also gave a most com- 
prehensive and detailed account of 
Mr. Gower's demonstration and the 
great interest in the new invention 
manifested by (lie large audience 
present.

Walsh was the principal speaker. He 
stressed tho importance of keeping 
courts free from any taint of corrup- 
tion, saying that next to the House of 
God, the court house is most important 
in tho preservation of our civilization 
and to permit injustice in civic templeB 
of justice is one of tho most seriouB 
sins against society.

Councilman Roffe stirred up a 
rumpus at the Council meeting on 
Monday night by presenting a petition 
asking for the resumption of the barge 
to carry children from the South Side 
to the high school. It stopped run- 
ning 4 weeks ago because Mr. Newell 
was losing money operating it. Coun- 
cilman Froknall said the School Com- 
mittee had voted down a proposal to 
have the city pay part of the cost 
of running this barge, and he would 
also oppose it. He said he is against 
voting such money for the people of 
Wards 5 and 6. Other wards do not 
receive this advantage. President 
Hyde said the School Committee 
would vote for the appropriation at 
its next meeting. He said the barge 
had been running since the early days 
of the high school, when the advanced 
school at Newton Centre was given 
up on condition that the scholars from 
there would ho given transportation. 
Tho railroad fare from the South 
Side for children was from 12 to 15 
cents and many poor children thus 
could not afford to go from Upper 
Falls or Oak Hill. 

Councilman Dutch said that 4 miles 
Ib the farthest point any child has 
to come from, and most do not have 
to walk more than 2% miles. Tills is 
not far for a child 15 years old. When 
he was a boy he thought nothing of 
walking 4 or 5 miles to go home 
with a pretty girl after a hard day’s 
work. Mr. Collins said that most of 
the pupils to bo carried are girls, many 
of whom are delicate. A motion was 
passed to confer with railroad offi- 
cials about the price of tickets.

Tiles for Flooring Used 

as Far Back as in 1222 

In the Middle ages tiles were used 
for flooring in the churches and oth- 
er religious buildings. One of the 
earliest references to tiles is a 
grant given by King Don Fernando 
el Santo, in 1222, for the making 
of tiles at Tnlnvcra, Spain. The 
manufacture of tiles in that country 
was imported by the Arabs. It at- 
tained great importance in the Mid- 
dle ages and is an industry in Spain. 
It is said the Alcazar, at Seville, is 
a perfect museum of tiles. They 
form the principal color motif of the 
gardens and attract as much atten- 
tion if not more than the flowers, 
observes a writer in the Los Angeles 
Times. 

In England we find they attained 
a high degree of excellence as early 
as the Thirteenth century and con- 
tinued being manufactured until the 
Sixteenth and even in some dis- 
tricts until the Eighteenth century. 
Some of the English tiles of this 
time are most interesting. On one 
from Liverpool arc the words, 
“Prosperity to the United States.” 

In the Seventeenth and Eight- 
eenth centuries tile was largely 
used in Holland. The Dutch tiles 
often show Chinese influence in de- 
sign, as the Delft painters were 
familiar with oriental porcelain 
brought to their country by the 
Dutch East India companies. Be- 
sides a blue on a white ground, oth- 
er colors such as green, purple and 
yellow were used with a heavy lay- 
er of glaze over all. Bouquets of 
flowers and birds after the Chinese 
manner were subjects for decora- 
tion. Their paintings declined in 
the Eighteenth century. 


South American Jungles 

Motherland of Our Corn 

The long-sought motherland of 
maize, historically the chief agri- 
cultural crop in America, is cred- 
ited to the jungles of Central South 
America, according to reports to 
the National Academy of Science by 
investigators from the Texas Agri- 
cultural Experiment station, writes 
Thomas R. Henry in the Washing- 
ton Star. 

Corn was found by the earliest 
white explorers as a cultivated crop 
throughout the Americas, essential- 
ly in the form known today. It 
had been domesticated by the In- 
dians from some wild grain, but 
there was no trace of this hypothet- 
ical ancestor. Only two grasslike 
growths remotely approached it — 
teosinte in Mexico and Central 
America and tripsacum, which 
grows through the southern United 
States southward through Mexico. 

Neither approached very closely 
the cultivated maize which seems 
to have spread from two centers 
where two great civilizations had 
been built up upon it — Peru and 
Yucatan. The Texas botanists con- 
ducted their search for the origin 
of corn within the grain itself by 
microscopic study of the structure 
of its chromosomes, or bundles of 
genes which are the units of hered- 
ity. 

These show clearly, they report, 
that it could have descended neither 
from teosinte or tripsacum. The 
former grass, they maintain, actu- 
ally appears to be a later develop- 
ment from a cross between maize 
and tripsacum. There are tripsa- 
cum elements in the corn grown in 
the United States, but these appar- 
ently are only later developments. 


Seth, Traced to Hebrew, 

Meaning ‘the Appointed’ 

The name Seth is of Hebrew ori- 
gin and means “the appointed.” 
The Bible Seth was the third son 
of Adam, writes Florence A. Cowles 
in the Cleveland Plain Dealer. 

Col. Seth Warner (d. 1784) was 
second in command (under Ethan 
Allen) at the capture of Ticonderoga 
and rendered good service through- 
out the Revolutionary war. Seth W. 
Cheney (d. 1856) was one of the 
earliest American artists in black 
and white and his work is still high- 
ly prized by collectors. 

Seth Thomas (d. 1859) started 
making his name one of the most 
familiar in the country when he 
founded (in Thomaston, Conn.) what 
developed into one of the largest 
clock factories in the world. Seth 
Boyden (d. 1870) invented a ma- 
chine for splitting leather and one 
for making hat bodies, and he made 
the first malleable cast iron. Dur- 
ing late life he developed new va- 
rieties of strawberries. 

Seth Green (d. 1888) piscicultur- 
ist, superintendent of New York 
State fisheries, was highly success- 
ful in breeding fish for stocking 
lakes and streams. He introduced 
the shad into Pacific coast waters. 
Seth C. Chandler (d. 1913) astron- 
omist with Harvard observatory, in- 
vented the almucantar (for indicat- 
ing the altitude of stars) and cata- 
logued the variable stars. Seth 
Pease was a member of the com- 
mittee of four sent out from Hurt- 
ford to investigate the Western Re- 
serve after the first white settlers 
had spent a hard winter here. 


Bees Will Overeat 
There’s u good reason why bees 
do not sting while swarming. Be- 
fore leaving the hive they gorge 
themselves with honey. Like a hu- 
man who has overeaten, they’re too 
stulTcd and sleepy to mind disturb- 
ances. Bees swarm, or leave the 
old hive, when crowded out by bees 
hatched that spring. In each swarm- 
ing, worker bees cluster around the 
queen bee to protect her each time 
she lights. Thus, by cornering the 
queen, the whole hive can be cap- 
tured

Grace, Mercy, Prayer Are 

Meanings of Name Hannah 

Hannah, from the Hebrew, is 
ronlly the same name as Anne, al- 
though we do not think of them as 
identical. It therefore means 1 
“grace.” “Mercy" and “prayer” are 
other meanings sometimes ascribed 
to it. The Hannah of the Bible dedi- 
cated her son, the prophet Samuel, 
to the Lord because he was born in 
answer to prayer, writes Florence 
A. Cowles in the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer. 

Hannah More (1745-1833), English 
author, made a fortune of $150,000 
from her writings. She gave much 
of it to charity, starting schools for 
the poor. 

Hannah Adams (1755-1832) is said 
to have been the first woman in 
America to make literature a pro- 
fession. She wrote on religious and 
historical subjects. Hannah Lloyd 
Neale, an early American poet, 
wrote “The Neglected Call.” • 

Hannah Borden was an expert 
weaver of Fall River, Mass., at a 
time when workers were paid partly 
in goods. She could weave 30 yards 
of cloth a day. Suspecting something 
wrong about the way her wages 
were swallowed up by purchases, 
she demanded to see the company 
books and found she was being 
charged for rum and suspenders. 
She insisted that she be paid in 
money, and won her point. 

Hannah Dustin’s name shines on 
the pages of history for her stout- 
hearted courage. With her baby, 
its nurse and a young lad. she 
was carried away captive by the In- 
dians in 1697. Her baby was killed 
before her eyes. The story goes that 
at night the three, with sure blows 
of tomahawks, killed 10 sleeping In- 
dians, stole a canoe and paddled 
swiftly down the Merrimac river 
to their home. Hannah took with 
her a bag of scalps and the gun 
and tomahawk of her baby’s mur- 
derer. 


Mona Lisa Painting Is 

Most Widely Discussed 

Most widely discussed, perhaps, 
of all paintings in the literature of 
art is Leonardo da Vinci’s famous 
masterpiece, “Mona Lisa.” a price- 
less possession of the Louvre. Mel- 
lowed and darkened with age but 
triumphant over decay and devas- 
tation, writes a Paris correspond- 
ent in the Chicago Tribune, this 
celebrated painting occupies a rath- 
er inconspicuous place on a wall of 
the historic Paris gallery— yet thou- 
sands seek it out annually to ob- 
serve for themselves the woman's 
face which has presented a mystery 
to the world for more than 400 
years. 

Gossip and fable have made this 
remarkable woman a subtle and un- 
canny charmer, a veritable sphinx 
whose trace of a smile long ago en- 
snared the soul of a notable artist 
and caused him little by little to 
create an unfathomable riddle. It 
is this trace of a smile that no one 
yet to this day has been able to 
explain with any gseat degree of 
certainty. Enigmatic is the term 
most often applied to it. 

What is back of the smile no one 
knows, yet volumes have been writ- 
ten about it. Perhaps much has 
been discovered in this famous 
painting that was outside the 
thoughts of the artist himself. We 
do know, however, that Da Vinci 
treasured the masterpiece, that it 
actually represented the expressions 
and perhaps the yearnings I of his 
own soul, and that he refused to 
part with it to the very moment 
of his death. 

Leonardo da Vinci was one of the 
greatest of the old masters. Born 
in Vinci, near the city of Florence, 
in 1452, he died in France, where 
he was in the employ of King Fran- 
cis I, in 1519. 


Hairy, Downy Best Known 

Among Woodpecker Family 

Two of the best known woodpeck- 
ers, the hairy woodpecker and the 
downy woodpecker, range over the 
greater part of the United States. 
They differ chiefly in size, their 
color being practically the same. 
The males, like those of many other 
woodpeckers, are distinguished by a 
scarlet patch on the head, notes a 
writer in the Missouri Farmer. 

One of the larger woodpeckers 
familiar to everyone is the flicker, 
or golden - winged woodpecker, 
which is generally distributed 
throughout the United States from 
tlie Atlantic coast to the Rocky 
mountains. There it is replaced by 
the red-shafted flicker, which ex- 
tends westward to the Pacific. The 
two species are as nearly identical 
in food habits as their respective 
environments will allow. The flick- 
ers, while genuine woodpeckers, dif- 
fer somewhat in habits from the 
rest of the family, and are fre- 
quently seen searching for food upon 
the ground. 

The red-headed woodpecker is 
well known east of the Rocky moun- 
tains, but is rather rare in New Eng- 
land. Unlike some of the other spe- 
cies, it prefers fence posts and tele- 
graph poles to trees as a foraging 
ground. 

Woodpeckers apparently are tlie 
only agents which can successfully 
cope with certain insect enemies 
of the forest, and, to some extent, 
with those of fruit trees also.

$4,000,000 


Pointing out Unit most of tho residen- 
tial communities to the west of Bos- 
ton had more telephones In service last 
December than at any previous year- 
end period, indicating that they nro 
showing a steady development, John 
J. Robinson, president of the Now 
England Telephone and Tolograph 
Company, said this week that one of 
the most Important construction Jobs 
In the company's territory Is being un- 
dertaken in this soctlon. 

The Job to which ho referred, the 
combining of nil the Newtons Into one 
telephone exchange with dlnl service 
next fall, will cost the company ap- 
proximately $4,000,000, with $2,600,000 
to he Hpont this year to complete the 
project.

Postal Employees 
Bowling League 
Presents Prizes 

Banquet Ends Successful 
Season; Attended By 
Over 200 


The Bowling League of the postal 
employees of tho postofllces in the 
Newtons, Waltham, Watertown, Wel- 
lesley and Needham celebrated the 
conclusion of its first and success- 
ful season on Monday night by hold- 
ing a banquet and Ladies’ Night in 
the Blue Room of the Hotel West- 
minster with 200 in attendance. Joe 
Smith opened tho post-prandial pro- 
gram and Introduced as toastmaster 
Supt. Joseph O’Gorman of the Newton 
postofflee, president of the bowling 
league. Mr. O’Gorman said that when 
ho cam© to the Newton office years 
ago he found that in this city are 
ten post offices where men had been 
working for as long as 35 years with- 
out having become acquainted with 
many of the employees in other post- 
offices. Believing that social contacts 
between the employees of the vari- 
ous offices would be beneficial and en- 
joyable, Supt. O’Gorman organized 
summer outings which were enjoyed 
by the postal employees of the New- 
tons and surrounding communities, 
and last year the bowling league was 
organized. The league schedule cov- 
ered 27 weeks and all games were 
played according to schedule. Mr. 
O’Gorman paid tribute to the offi- 
cers and members of the league for 
their co-operation. 

Edward H. Powers of tho Newton 
Graphic, a former postal employee, 
reminisced on working conditions 
which existed in the post office de- 
partment when he entered the serv- 
ice, congratulated the postal employ- 
ees for having improved these unfair 
conditions, and also commended tho 
letter-carriers and postal clerks of 
tho Newtons and vicinity for taking 
steps to promote friendly social ac- 
tivities. Assistant Postmaster John 
Gleavy of the Boston Postal District 
said "Get-togethers” by postal em- 
ployees are necessary to eliminate the 
former practise of postal employees 
travelling along different roads, some- 
times selfishly. He said all the vari- 
ous organizations of postal employees 
should unite for joint effort to com- 
bat adverse conditions which will en- 
sue if the present war spreads through- 
out the world, as seems probable. He 
praised Postmaster Taguo as a hu- 
mane man, the door of whose office 
is open to all his subordinates. 

Supt. O’Gorman advocated a Broth- 
erhood of Postal Employees. He in- 
troduced Johnny Kelly of Arlington, 
tlie famous Marathon runner. Kelly 
apoke briefly. He said most Mara- 
thon runners engage in that tortuous 
sport primarily because they love this 
form of athletics, and secondly in 
hope of being victorious. Ho said the 
real test in the Marathon race is 
when one has to run on heart and 
courage tho last four miles from 
Cleveland Circle to the finish line, 
fighting for one’s self with endurance 
diminishing. 

Postmaster Peter Taguo told of 
his efforts while a member of Con- 
gress to bring about better working 
conditions for postal employees. He 
introduced the bills which gave these 
Federal employees compensatory time 
off, and pay for overtime. He char- 
acterized the Post Office Department 
as tho greatest activity of the Fed- 
eral Government, and the one in 
closest touch with the public. He as- 
serted that postal employees should 
belong to the organizations which pro- 
cured tho benefits they now enjoy, 
and he praised Postmaster General 
Farley as one who had helped postal 
workers. Mr. Tague told of the poig- 
nant memory he retains of tho day 
in Congress when he voted to have 
this country enter the World War in 
1917, and expressed the hope that tho 
U. S. A. will stay out of the present 
war. He said that we must be pre- 
pared for any eventualities, however.

.moded residences, and have sub- 
divided those properties into house 
lots smaller than were characteristic 
of Newton in tho past, and of a size 
which would lessen the attractive- 
ness of tills city ns a fine residential 
community, unless steps will bo tak- 
en to prevent further real estate 
developments of this character. 

The hearing next Thursday evening 
will consider the changing of land in 
Ward 2 from private to single resid- 
ence district in the vicinity of Lowell 
ave., from Elm rd., to Commonwealth 
ave., and such other areas as may 
come before the hearing. Under tho 
proposed change in the zoning ordi- 
nance, the city will be divided into 
districts of seven classes, to be known 
respectively as Single Residence A, 
Single Residence B, Single Residence 
C, Private Residence, General Resid- 
ence, Business, Manufacturing. 

In Single Residence A districts 
hereafter each dwelling house must 
be erected on a lot not less than 15,000 
square feet in area, and with a width 
not less than 100 feet. In Single Res- 
idence B districts, the minimum size 
of house lots will be 10,000 square 
feet, and the width 80 feet. In Single 
Residence C. Private, and General 
Residence districts, the minimum size 
of house lots will be 7000 square 
feet, and the width 70 feet. In case 
of a back lot having less than the 
minimum frontage on a street, or a 
lot fronting on street line having a 
curvature with a radius less than 200 
feet, the required lot width shall be 
measured along the setback line; and 
in all other cases along tho street 
line. 

No new building shall be erected, 
and no existing building shall he 
altered, extended or reconstructed to 
provide living quarters for more 
than one family for each 3000 square 
feet of lot area in private residence 
districts, and for each 1200 square 
feet of lot area in general residence, 
business and manufacturing districts. 
In single residence and private resid- 
ence districts the set-back shall be 
25 feet, and in general residence dis- 
tricts, and in the case of dwelling 
houses in business and manufactur- 
ing districts, the set-back shall be 
15 feot; except that no building need 
ho set back more than tho average 
of the set-backs of the buildings on 
the lots adjacent thereto, on either 
side in single residence districts A 
and B. 

Tin Roof Treatments 

Most roofing authorities recom- 
mend that the tin roof be painted 
immediately upon installation and 
every two years thereafter. In 
cases where galvanized sheet metal 
is used, the roof should not be paint- 
ed for at least six months after in- 
stallation, as this period of condi- 
tioning is necessary to free the sur- 
face from acids which otherwise 
may tend to loosen the paint. Peel- 
ing paint should be removed with 
steel wool, sandpaper, or a wire 
brush before new paint is applied.
